Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 line 2, change "each strand" to --each of at least two strands-. 

Claim 1 line 5, change "the strands" to -the at least two strands-.

Claim 1 line 9, change "the strands" to -the at least two strands-. 

Claim 1 line 12, change "the inner layer" to -the inner layer of the common inner 
sheathing-. 

Claim 1 line 13, change "the strands" to -the at least two strands-. 
Claim 1 line 13, change "the outer layer" to -the outer layer of the common inner 
sheathing-. 

Claim 1 line 16, change "the inner sheathing" to -the common inner sheathing-. 
Claim 1 line 19, change "the shield" to -the electric shield-. 
Claim 8 lines 2-3, change "there are three or more strands" to -the at least two 
strands are three or more strands --.

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Re claims 1-9, prior arts do not teach or suggest an electric cable with a 
separator layer ensuring a relative mobility between the at least two strands and the 
common inner sheathing particularly in combination with inner layer of the common 
inner sheathing being softer than the outer layer of the common inner sheathing.
